The story is being told that 
when the newly-chosen Bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese made 
his first visit to St. James Epis- 
copal church at Greenfield a few 
months ago there appeared in 
the sanctuary a very old chair 
with red velour covering for the 
use of the Diocesan.
